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SUBJECT: WALDING OF NZ RAISES DAIRY IMPORTS 

1. J. A. WALDING, NEW ZEALAND MINISTER OF FOREIGN TRADE 
AND ASSOCIATE MIN OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS, CALLED ON ASSISTANT 
SECRETARY ROBERT INGERSOLL MORNING OF APRIL 8 TO DISCUSS 
FUTURE US IMPORTS OF DAIRY PRODUCTS. WHILE THANKFUL FOR 
RECENT EMERGENCY ALLOCATIONS GIVING NZ WIDER ACCESS TO US 
MARKET, WALDING STRESSED THAT PLANNING IN NZ WOULD REQUIRE 
BETTER IDEA OF FUTURE US PURCHASES; HE THEREFORE APPEALED 
FOR INCREASE IN MORE PERMANENT QUOTA ALLOTTED TO NZ. 
INGERSOLL RESPONDED THAT US DOA CURRENTLY STUDYING ISSUE 
OF IMPORTS OF DAIRY PRODUCTS, NOTED WALDING SCHEDULED TO 
MEET WITH DOA LATER SAME DAY. 

2. ASSISTANT SECRETARY INGERSOLL TOOK OCCASION TO EXPRESS 
HOPE THAT NZ REVIEWING OWN QUOTAS AND TARIFFS WITH VIEW TO 
LIBERALIZATION OF TRADE. WALDING STATED 70 OF NZ INDUSTRY 
(BY VALUE OF OUTPUT) WAS PROTECTION-FREE; GNZ MOVING SLOWLY 
TOWARD ELIMINATING REMAINING PROTECTION, FULLY RECOGNIZING 
"TRADE IS TWO-WAY STREET".
